TOWN DOMINATED 


Berlin Radio last night declared 
that, while one German group was 
clearing the southern bank of the 
Belbek River—about four miles north 
of Sebastopol Harbour—other groups 
took fortification works and strongly- 
fortified heights. ‘‘ Enemy groups 
were encircled in a wide sweep. 
Isolated groups are still putting up a 
desperate, but less, resistance. 
This, and the son the northern 
shore of Severnaya Bay, meant that the 
German thrust has reached positions 
from which the port and town can be 
dominated.” It was also claimed that 
in the southern sector Axis troops were 
advancing, despite stubborn resistance. 

At dawn yesterday, it was added, 
German troops took a dominating 
height and penetrated further into the 
Russian defensive system.—(Reuter.) 

Paris Radio stated last night that 
the Sebastopol Radio transmitter was 
only functioning intermittently,” and 
that Moscow had had no direct news 
since late on Thursday.—(Reuter.) 


KHARKOV BATTLE 


More than 1,000 Germans were killed 
on the Kharkov front after another 
unsuccessful attempt to force a crossing 
of a river, says a Reuter Moscow tele- 
gram.

In 3 to answer the 
charges made against him in the 
Hayes Confession, in which he was 
alleged by his captors to have admitted 
that while acting as Chief of Staff of 
the I.R.A., he, in collusion with the 
Minister for Agriculture, Dr. James 
Ryan, and the Minister for Education,

towards the destruction of the organisa- 
tion, Hayes revealed that he had 
received information indicating that 
Sean Russell, a former Chief of Staff, 
is dead. I know,” he wrote, that 
time will vindicate me, and for that 
reason I am not impatient.

Much that is contained in the prison 
letter, written last December, will not 
convey a clear impression to the public.

The defenders of the Tobruk area 
are surrounded, Reuter’s special cor- 
respondent continues. The coast road 
to the east is cut and Gambut, where 
the Allied rearguard was engaged on 
Thursday, is held now by General 
Rommal's forces. 

The Cairo despatch proceeds: The 
enemy, pushing along the coast road, 
is at present not placing great pressure 
on Tobruk itself. His main forces 
have advanced eastwards from El 
Adem. Our mobile forces yesterday 
shelled El Adem from the south, while 
the defenders of Tobruk shelled it 
from the north. The enemy is not 
believed to have yet moved up much 
equipment, though he is now in a 
position to do so. He will, doubtless, 
make full use of the Italian resources 
available to him. The British hold the 
strategically-important Halfaya ( Hell 
Fire’) Pass. on the escarpment 700 feet 
above Sollum.’’ 


* EMBITTERED FURY '' 


A Reuter report from Stockholm, 
quoting the Berlin correspondent ot 
Nya Daglit Allehanda last night, says 
that British troops defending the 
approaches to Tobruk are ' running 
amok among the Germans attacking 
them wit “Molotov cocktail. 
The correspondent says that British 
troops are defending the Via Valvia 
in the west and thé other approaches 
to Tobruk with ‘“‘embittered fury. 
They are using the Molotov cocktails 
to an, as yet, unknown extent, he adds. 

Reuter’s Special Correspondent at the 
8th Army’s Field Headquarters, re- 

rting last night, says that General 

mmel’s Afrikakorps was then 
sitting down outside Tobruk. 
With the Libyan battle entering its 
fourth week, he proceeds, the guns 
of the fortress are once again booming 
over the 28-mile-long perimeter de- 
fences at General Rommel’s forces in 
the desert. But this little Cyrenaican 
town which the Australian division 
made world-famous is by no means in 
a state of siege in the strict military 
sense. From Tobruk South African 
and British patrols are going out freely 
and seriously interfering with General 
Rommel’s supply lines. Gen. Rommel 
has his Italians ¢‘gging in at the 
western gates and the Germans on the 
east after the British withdrawal from 
El Adem and Acroma had paved 
the way for an enveloping movement. 
The 8th Army is at present consolidat- 
ing its new eastern line in readiness for 
the next armoured clash, which is 
bound to occur very shortly.

10 GERMAN ’PLANES 


SHOT DOWN 
DESTROYER’S LONG 


FIGHT 


UTTING up a great fight against 

twelve JU 88's, which attacked 
her 100 miles west of the French 
coast on Wednesday, the destroyer, 
Wild Swan, shot down six of them 
before she sank. The crew were 
picked up, but there were a small 
number of casualties. 

An Admiralty communiqué states: 
On Wednesday evening a force of 12 
German bombers attacked the 
destroyer, H.M.S. Wild Swan (Lieut.. 
Commander C. E. L. Sclater, R. N.), 
in the Atlantic, 100 miles west of the 
French coast, and also turned their 
attention to the Spanish trawler fleet 
which was fishing in the vicinity. 

“ As a result of this attack, three of 
the Spanish trawlers were sunk, and a 
fourth damaged. H.M.S. Wild Swan 
shot down four of the 12 JU 88's, and 
two other JU 88's, which were 
probably hit, collided in the air and 
crashed into the sea. Thus half the 
German raiding force was destroyed. 

“H.M.8. Wild Swan was herself 
damaged in the engagement, and, un- 
fortunately, a collision occurred 
between her and the damaged Spanish 
trawler, as a result of which the 
trawler sank. Eleven members of the 
crew of the trawler, including the 
skipper, were rescued, and have now 
been landed at a British port. The 
Board of Admiralt regrets to 
announce that H.M.S. Wild Swan sub- 
sequently sank. The crew were picked 
up. There was a small — of 
casualties, and the next-of-kin are 
being informed as soon as possible. 


SWEEPERS ATTACKED 


Four FW 109’s were destroyed, and 
a number of others damaged by 
Spitfires, in “ dog fights yesterday 
morning, which followed an attack on 
three mine-sweepers off the Belgian 
coast, states the British Air Ministry 
News Service. The Spitfires went 
down and attacked the mine-sweepers, 
which were about one and a-half miles 
from the shore. One was so badly 
damaged that British pilots saw it 
beached, and the two others were left 
severely damaged. As they turned for 
home, the Spitfires were followed by 
a number of Focke-Wulffs
